The fire, which caught insome cotion near 
the forward end of the boilers, was discovered 
ghout 5 o'clock.

At the 
time the steamer wes about three hundred 
yards from the Mississippi side of the river, 
and her bow was at once headed for the shore. 
Pilot J. A. Barton wes on Ww atch, and he re- 
mained heroically at his post until she was 
gafely landed.

nthe safe. He managed to grab the money, 
but was cut off from the bow and forced back 
into the cabin. As he was groping his way 
aft he stumbled and fel! over some chairs and 
lost all the valuables he had secured, and it 
was with great difficulty that he succeede din 
reaching the rear through the blinding smoke 
and flames which filled the cabin. Captain 
‘Cheek seized a _iife preserver, and 
placing it on Chief Clerk Blanker, helned 
him overboard the water. 
He tloated down about. three miles before he 
was rescued by parties who had walked ashore 
and followed him down the river. Captain 
Check assisted several others in securing life- 
preservers, and when it was no longer possibile 
forhim to remain without being burned he, 
too, jumped into the river and swam ashore. 
There were about twenty-live colored cabin 
passengers who saved along with the 
white passenvers. lower deck, how- 
ever, 
A FEARFUL PANIC SEIZED THE CREW 
and deck passengers. Those who were cut off 
fromescape froin the bow, were compelled to 
jump overboard to save their lives, The stern 
of the burning steamer had swung out into 
the river, and an effort was made to launch 
the yaw).

THE LOSSES. 

The Kate Adams was owned by the Mem- 
phis and Vicksburg Packet company. She 
was built by James Reese & Sons, of Pitts- 
burg, in 1882, and cost $102,000. She was the 
finest and fastest steamerof her type, and her 
owners this summer spent $20,000 in repairing 
herat Paducah. She was insured for 833,750 
in St. Louis, Cincinuati and other foreign 
Offices.

fated Kate Adams, gives a thrilling ac- 
count of his experience on board the steamer. 
When the alarm was given he was at break- 
fost, and hastily repaired to his state rooin to 
save lis effects. By the time he had gathered 
his valise, he found that his escape by 
way of the bow of the beat was 
cut off by the flames, which had spread with 
lightniug like rapidity, and he Made for the 
stern of the voat. The distance tothe stern 
was fully one Lundred yards. and he saw at a 
glance that it was to be death or Swim, so he 
disrobed himself, and securing a life preserver, 
prepared for the struggle. He remained 
aboard until almost suffocated by smoke, and 
as the pilot house of the steamer fell in, he 
jumped overboard, and after a struggle in the 
waters of ten minutes, succeeded in roaching 
theshore. He had nothing on but his under- 
clothes, and was given a pair of pants taken 
from a white man, who had been rescued from 
the water, but who afterwards died. A negro 
man also gave himacoat and hat. and with 
these coverings he came to Memphis. Colonel 
Hunter also says that while he was in the rear 
of the cabin he saw a colored woman throw 
her three children into the river, and then 
jumpedin herself and all four were drowned 
SAVED BY A NEGRO. 

Mrs. Harry Fields, one of the lady passen- 
gers, said to the Associated Press reporter that 
she boarded the steamer at Friars Point, Miss., 
about 2 o’clock in the morning, and instructed 
the chambermaid to awaken her at 10 o'clock. 
Instead, she was aroused at 7:50 o’clock, and 
was seated atthe breakfast table when the 
cry Of fire was heard. 

She paid little attention at first, but when 
she saw the smoke filling the cabin she ran to 
the bow of the steamer, which, by this time, 
had touched the bank, and tried to jump 
ashore. She failed and fellto the lower 
deck. Thenegro who was clese bebind her, 
followed her example, and like her failed to 
reach shore, but fell near her. ‘The fire was 
scortching hot where they were, but the negro 
took her in his arms and took her to the bank, 
and thus saved her from being burned to death, 
as she was unable to move after haying falien 
from the boiler deck. 

Mrs. Field is positive that W. A. Covington, 
aplanter and merchant of Rosedale, Miss., 
perished inthe flames. Ske thinks he must 
have been suffocated in his stateroom, as he 
was aboard and nothing has beer seen or heard 
of him since the disaster. 

A PILOT TALKS, 

Billy Hodges, one of the pilots, was in the 
barber shon getting shaved, when the alarm 
was given. He rushed to the stern of the boat 
and, providing himself with a life-preserver, 
jumped overboard. While swimming to the 
shore he found Sam Robinson, a passenger, 
struggling in the water, and assisted him to 
the shore. It is reported that a negro mur- 
derer who was» being brought back here for 
trial perished on board the steamer, He was 
handcuffed, and the officer in charge made his 
eseape and left the negro in his helpless condi- 
tion, and he was burned to death. 

THE GREATEST EXCITEMENT 
prevailed in Memphis when the first news of 
the disaster was received here. It came about 
noon in the shape of a.private telegram from 
Robinsonville, and said one hundred and fifty 
liveshad been lost. Later accouuts were re- 
assuring, and a lorge crowd of citizens were at 
the depot when the train arrived, bringing 
those who had succeeded in escaping. It is 
impossible to definitely ascertain how many 
lives wese really lost,but a comparative estimate 
places the number at not less than thirty-five, 
it may possibly reach fifty. When the fire 
broke out bales of cotton were dumped over- 
board, and during the stampede a great many 
negroes threw themselves into the water and 
floated away on them. Alex. Harris, his wife 
and several children, colored, from Bolivar 
landing, are said to have been drowned.

A TOWN DESTROYED. 


Reduced to Ashes by tho 


Flames. 

Mrnominer, Mich., December 25.—-The 
town of Hermanville, in the upper peninsular, 
47 miles uorth of here, has been entirely de- 
stroyed by fire. tlermansville is a lumbering 
settlement at the crossing of the Menominee 
division of the Chicago and Northwestern, and 
Sault SteMarie Short-Line railroad, and hada 
population of about 400. The fire originatedin 
one of the two large sawmills owned 
by the Wisconsin Land and Lumber 
company, it is thought, from a match 
carelessly dropped by a workman. The saw- 
dust and shavings quickly ignited, and the 
tiames communicated to the sawed lumber, 
which surrounded themiil. Efferts were made 
to prevent the spread of the fire, but the 
flames extended to the adjoining saw mill, 
which, together with the extensive planing 
mill, quickly fell a prey to the flames. 
It was then apparent that the remainder 
of the town was doomed, and every 
effort was devoted to saving the merchandise 
in the stores and goods inthe dwellings. Work 
was prosecuted with great vigor in the face of 
a bitterly cold northwest wind, laden with 
particles of snow, which rendered out-of-door 
work extremely difficult and exhausting. A 
great part ot the personal property of the in- 
habitants was saved, however, and tents and 
rude shanties were constructed in the 
woods in the outskirts of the town for 
the accommodation of the women and 
children, who suffered greatly from exposure 
tothe cold. No lives were lost either by the 
fire or through exposure. After the planing 
mill took tire the flames ate their way steadily 
down the east side of the single street of the 
yillage for a distance of 250 feet, and then, 
leaping across ‘the intervening space, seized 
upon the postofiite on the opposite side, and 
in a faw minutes the buildings on both sides 
of the street were burned. Within three hours 
from the time the fire originated in the saw- 
mill No. 1 the entire town was in ashes. The 
total damage will approximate $250,000.

The departure of. Lieutenant Wissman will 
now be retarded until early in February. This 
delay is partly due to the impossibility of ob- 
taining the passage of the Kast African Dill 
by the reichstag before February. Although 
the release of Emin Pasha ~will be the one ob- 
ject of the expedition, it will also act in sup- 
port of the anti-slave operations on its rettun 
from the interior. It will be proposed in 
the reichsiag that part of the money 
voted by the billshail be used for raising a 
force of colonial troops, even if it happens that 
Emin Pashais safe. Licutenant Wissman’s 
plans, already formed, will be the probable 
basis ‘of the expedition into the interior. Wiss- 
man expects, whatever happens, to lead a col- 
onizing force, Wissman’s brother officers in 
the second regiment of the guards will give 
him a farewell dinner at the end of January. 

In the discussion of the ronte to be taken 
and the number of men composing the expedi- 
tion, the letter from Cardinal Lavigerie to the 
British minister at Brussels attracts attention. 
Cardinal Lavigerie uses his knowledge of the 
interior ef Africa to support the statement 
that 500 troops marching through the German 
territory. by way of Unyniembe, to Ujiji, on 
lake Tanganijika, could crush the slave trade 
and disarm and forever disable the Arab slaye 
merchants. 

The east Africa bill is understocd to 
demand a sum of money _ sufficient 
for a larger schenie, involving permanent coast 
garrisous. 

Newspapers here, in their criticisms of the 
recent events at Suakim, concur in associating 
English action there with German policy on 
the Zanzibar coast. The North German Ga- 
zette says the victory at Suakim will havea 
direct effect upon the anti-sSlave movement, 
and will probably help to liberate Emin Bey. 
The paper rec ommends that a force of 
Egyptians, commanded by British officers, 
prosecute operations in the Soudan, The 
National Gazette holds that Germany’s ener- 
getic policy on the Zanzibar coast has deter- 
mined England’s action in the Red sea, and it 
hopes that the Salisbury cabinet will now take 
strong measures regarding Soudan. The 
Vienna papers, looking at the business side of 
the subject, expect the reopening of the Sou- 
dan trade, Austria having, prior to the mahdi’s 
triumph, profitable dealings with the Sou- 
danese, chiefly in cutlery. 

Lord Salisbury’sdeclarations that the British 
will not gofurtherthan Suakim are given 
little attention, the official circle having rea- 
son to expect a large development of English 
policy ou the Red sea coast simuitane- 
ously with German action in Zauzibar. 

Emperor William has fairly recruited his 
health and has resummed his journeyings. To- 
day he went to Stettin to inspect the Freder- 
ick William grenadier regiment. The people 
of Stettin gave him a hearty reception. He 
went direct from the railway station to Koe- 
nig’s platz, where he presented the new four 
ribbons to the colors of the regiment and made 
a short speech to the men. He next visited 
the Vulcan Ship building works at Bredow. 
This evening he dined with the officers of the 
garrison at their club. His week’s work has 
displayed the same expenditure of nervous 
energy as that which he did before his illness, 
aud it has been in the same direction towards 
militarism. The emperor has been arranging 
for some grand military maneuvers in Silisia 
in 18%). He has held conferences with the 
commission on the defense of Cuxhaven and 
the north sea canal. 

He spent several hours on Thursday at the 
artillery range outside of Berlin, where he re- 
viewed two battalions of guards in going 
through a series of maneuvers under the new 
drill regulations. Perplexed interest has been 
created by the emperor’s order summoning at 
the same time Baron Plesser, military attache 
at St. Petersburg, and Baron Von Hurene, 
military attache! at Paris. Both 
arrived on Thursday, and had 
an interview with the emperor without 
delay. Berliners would like to see some of 
this energy used in encouraging trade. There 
is a general complaint of the dullness, Christ- 
mas buying is limited and the festal spirit is 
under a gloom. 

The semi-ofticial press continues its attacks 
on the character of Sir Rh. D. Morier, British 
ambassador at St. Petersburg. ‘The apparent 
object is to prevent the acceptance of Morier 
at Vienna under pending changes of 
English ambassadors. Morier asks, 
through {the British ambassador here, 
for an official contradiction of the Cologne 
Gazette’s assertion that he held communica- 
tion with Marshal Bazaine during the war of 
1870, and was seeking to betray the German 
army. Merier. though heartily disliked by 
Bismarck, will get the contradiction he de- 
serves. Bismarck knows him as holding views 
of German politics similar to those of Emperor 
Frederick. He was « close friend of Baron 
Von keust during his long period of 
diplomatic service at the various German 
courts. The English government proposed 
him as ammassador at this place four years 
ago, but Bismarck promptly rejected him, 
The chancellor probavly has cause to suspect 
him of intriguing against German interests 
since the time of his rejection, but the charge 
of acting as aspy for Marshal Bazaine is in- 
credulous. During the war Morier, then at- 
tached to the court at Darmstadt, went 
to Strassburg in - order to give 
help to the wounded Germaus, and received 
the confidence and respect of the German offi- 
cials. But he has now acquired the cordial 
dislike of official circles at Berlin, as the sup- 
posed enemy of German unity. 

The address of the Bavarian bishops to the 
pope does not allude to the position of the Ro- 
inan Catholic ehurch in Bavaria. Referring 
to the subject of temporal power, the 
bishops say: ‘“‘We suffer with you. With 
you we claim the re-establishment of your 
rights of liberty and temporal wer. We 
must condemn what is being tried against the 


liberty of the supreme chief of the church, and | 
we will work with inexhausted zeal to restore | 


tothe Holy Father true and complete inde- 
pendence.’ The address concludes with the 
prayer that God will permit his holiness to re- 
main inviolable in the metropolis of Catholic 
Christians.

Lawrence Oliphant Dead. 

Lonpowx, December 23.— Lawrence Oliphant, 
the well-known writer, died of cancer of the

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THE BATTLES IN SAMOA, 


——— 


The Latest News From the Islands of the 
Paciiic. 

San Francisco, . December 23.—The 
Oceanic steamer Zelandia arrived here late 
dast night from Sidney and Auckland, the 
Samoan island and Honolula. The special 
correspondent of the Associated Press at Apia, 
Samoa, writes as follows, under date of De- 
cember 7: Since the last Oveanic steamer left 
this place for San Francisco, a month ago, two 
baities of importance and numerous skirmishes 
have taken place between the forces of Malie- 
toa Maitafa, and Tamasese, rebel chief and 
the present king. About 120 men have been 
> rE and 150 wounded, many of the 
deid having been barbarously mutilated. This 
state of Affairs on the islands seem due to the 
continued action of the German consul, Dr. 
Knappe, supported by men of War, Adler and 
Eber andthe German Planting and Garden 
company, who insist that Tamasese shall be 
King, although two thirds of the Samoan 
people have elected Mataafi as their choice, 
While the Germans oppose him, knowing he 
will not consent to their rule of the islands. 

On the ith a meeting of United States 
British and German consuls was held at the 
request *f the German consul for the purpose 
of consideting what steps should be taken to 
stop the fighting. The United States 
Consul Blacklock said that he would consent 
to the natives returning to their homes 
and aliow the government to be carried on by 
the three consuis until definite uews could be 
received from the respeciive government. The 
English consul said the only way to restore 
peace wag to divest Tamasese and Bradeis of 
all powexy Consul Kuappe replied he must 
continue to recognize Lamasese as 
king, @nd the meeting came to an 
end. The next day the British consul 
issued’a proclamation making all British sub- 
jects anmi@nable to his-jurisaiction, and direct- 
ing that gll taxes of English subjects be paid 
to him ip trust for the Samoan government, 
wheneverit should be properly established. 
This proclamation is regarded here as very im- 
portant, being a virtual admission that there is 
no government existing in Samoa, although 
the British consul had heretofore recognized 
Tamasese. 

ZANZIBAR, December 23 —Owing to the pro- 
test of the British representative here, the 
sultan has cancejled his order for the whole- 
sale exegution of criminals. 

The Gérman warship Leipsig has captured 
another dhow with 140 slaves. The squadron 
has captured no arms or ammunition. This

SALUTING THE HAYTIEN FLAG. 


The IncMient Between Hayt! and the United 
Statcs at an End. 

HAVANA, December 23.—Advices have been 
received from Hayti tv the effect that the dis- 
pute over the seizure of the American steamer 
Haytien Republic has been settled. The 
steamer has been delivered tothe American 
men of war, and the latter have honored the 
Haytien flag with a salute of twenty-one guns. 
Among the people the action of the United 
Statee governinent is considered an abuse of 
power against a helpless nation, and this opin- 
ion is said to be shared by some of the foreign 
diplomatic representatives. 

General Legitime has been unanimously 
elected president of the republic, and is taking 
enorgetic steps to repress the revolution. 

WASHINGTON, December 23.—Secretary 
Whitne’, when shown.the associatad press 
dispatch announcing the surrender of the 
steamer Haytien Republic, said that he had 
expected sueh a termination of the matter, 
So far ag the navy department was concerned, 
it wasa satisfactory settlement of the affair. 
He suposed the claim for indemnity would 
be madé, but that was a matter belonging to 
the department. The secretary said that 
the United States vessels would cruise about 
in the neighborhood of Hayti for a short time 
to protect the interests of Amerisan citizens, 
and watch the progress ofevents.

Instrumentality—Talmage’s Sermon 
Yesterday at Brooklyn, 


— 


sROOKLYN, December 25.—[Special.}—At 
the tabernacle today the Rev. T. DeWitt Tal- 
mage, D. D., read and expounded a chapter 
avout the multiplication of loaves and fishes. 
The opening hymn was: 
“The morning light is breaking, 
.Toe darkness disappears.”’ 

Dr. Talmage took as the subject of his ser- 
mon, ‘‘A. Bad Boil Cured.” The text was: “I 
have heard thy prayer; behold, I will heal 
thee. And Isaiah said: Take a lump of figs. 
And they took and laid it on the boil, and he 
recovered.’’—2 Kings xx, 5, T. 

Luxurious living is not healthy. The second 
generation of kings and queens and lords and 
princes is apt to be brainless and invalid. The 
second crop of grass is almost always short. 
Royal blood is generally scrofulous. You 
will not be surprised, then, to 
hear that King Hezekiah had 
disorders which broke out in a carbuncle, viru- 
lent and deathful. The Lord told him he 
must die; hedid not want todie. He turned 
his face to the wall,so that his prayer would 
not be interrupted, and cried to God for his 
life. God heard the prayer and answered it, 
saying: “Behold, I will heal thee.’”’ But 
there was human instrumentality to be em- 
ployed. This carbuncle needed a “cataplasm.”’ 
That is a tough word we use to show how 
much we know. If in the pulpit we always 
used words the people understood, we never 
should have any reputation for learning. Well, 
this carbuncle needed a cataplasm, which is a 
poultice. Your old mother, who doctered her 
own children in the time when physicians were 
not as plenty as they are now, will 
tell youthat the very best poultice is a fig, 
and that was what wasused upon the carbun- 
cle of King Hezekiah. The power of God, 


accompanied by this human instrumentality, 


cured the king. 

In this age of discovery, when men 
much, it almost kills them, and write so wise- 
‘ly it almost __ kills us, it has 
been found out that prayer 
to God is a dead failure. All things are ar- 
ranged according to inexorable law. There is 
no use in prayer to God for rain in time of 
drouth. The ‘‘weather probabilities’ in the 
morning papers will decide the question, rain 
or no rain, and the whole nation in prayer be- 
fore God would not bring down a single drop. 
I am not now speaking of any imaginary theo- 
ry, but of that which is believed by ten thous- 
and times ten thousand men. 

If sickness comes to your household, it will 
depend entirely upon ventilation, good diet, 
and the skill of the doctors, as to whether 
your child gets well. The father might pray 
all day, and the mother might pray all night— 
it would not have any effect upon the case. 
If squills, belladonna, paregoric, and gruel do 
the work, your child will get well; if not, not. 
There is a cast-iron God seated at the head of 
the universe, holding in the. cold grasp of His 
metal fingers a band of law from which noth- 
ing can break away. 

Men and women of God, at this point the 

reat battle of Christianity is to be fought, 

he great foe of Christianity today is rational- 
ism, that comes Out ffom our schools, and nni- 
versities, and magazines and newspapers, to 
scoff at Bible truth and caricature the old reti- 

ion of Jesus. It says Jesus is not God, for it 
is impossible to explain how he can be divine 
and human at the same time, The Bible is not 
inspired, forthere are things in it that they 
don’t like. Kegeneration is a_ farce; 
there is good enough in us, and the only thing 
is to bring it out. Development.is the word— 
development. The Gardtn of Eden is a fairy 
story,and no more to be believed than the 
Arabian Nights, or Gulliver’s ‘Travels, or Rob- 
inson Crusoe. We all started as baboons, and 
are blood relations to that monkey squirming 
about on the top of that hand-organ. Lazarus 
was not dead when Christ pretended to raise 
him; he was only playing dead. The water 
was not changed into wine at the wedding, but 
Christ brought in some wine that he had found 
elsewhere to makeup the deficiency. Christ 
did. not walk on the sea, but on the shore, so 
near that it seemed as if he really were on the 
water. 

W hat is still more alarming is, that Chris- 
tian men dare not meet this ridicule. There 
is not one Christian man in five that can, un- 
blanched, stand in the presence of all this 
raillery, saying: “IT believe in the 
whole Bible, and in_ every _ single 
statement that it makes.” Christian men try 
to soften the Bible down to suit the skeptics. 
The skeptics sneer atthe dividing ofthe Red 
Sea; and the Christian goes to explaining 
that the wind blew a hurricane from one dir- 
ection a good while, until all the water 
piled up; and besides, that it was low water 
anyhow, and so the Israelites went through 
without any trouble. Why not be frank and 
say: ‘I believe the Lord God Almighty came 
to the brink of the Red Sea, and with his right 
arm swung back the billows on the right side, 
and with his leftarm swung back the billows 
on the left side, and the abashed water stood 
up hundreds of feet high, while through their 
glassy wall the sea-monsters gazed with 
affrightened eyes on the passing Israelites?’ 
The rationalist comes to youlsaying: ‘How 
about Jonah andthe whale? Do you really 
believe that fish story?’’ ‘There were never 
somany Nantucket fishermen after one whale 
as there have been rationalists flinging har- 
oons at the Mediterranean sea monster, and 
rom that one whale they have got enough oil 
to light ten thousamd souls to perdition. A 
skeptic tells you that Jonah would have been 
killed in the process of swaliowing, and that 
he could not, anyhow, have lived three days 
in such close quarters. but would have been 
smothered by the poor ventilation. How the 
good Christians immediately go to work, and 
try to explain the whole thing by natural 
laws, so as to please the rationalists, and say 
that a whale is an air-breathing fish; that 
every little while it comes to the surface, and 
that the whale that swallowed Jonah did the 
same thing, and thus got a supply for itself 
aud for the prophet. Whiy not rather say that 
God can do anything ; and He could take 
Jonah through the whale’s throat, although 
the throat would not have been half large 
enough ordinarily to let him pass, «nd could 
have kept him alive in the whale five years 
without any air, if He had chosen to? Who 
made the whale? God. Who made Jonah? 
God. Then he could do anything he pleased 
with either of them. 

The moment you begin to explain away the 
miraculous and supernatural, you surrender 
the Bible. Take the supernatural out of the 
Bible, and you make it acollecticn of lies and 
bumbugs,in preference to which I choose 
JEsops’s Fables. They are what they pre- 
tend to be—fables. But if, after all that the 
Bible declares, Jesusis not God, and Lazarus 
was not raised from the dead, and the water 
was not turned into wine, and the Red sea was 
not divided, and. in auswer to prayer Heze- 
kiah’s boil didnot get well, then the Bible is 
the worst fraud ever perpetrated in God’s uni-

COLONEL | BUCK IS BACK. 


AROUT His 
WASHINGTON. 


HE TALKS VISIT TO 


But is Not a Candidate for any Office—There 
are no Divisions in the Republican Party 
of Georgia. 


Colonel Buck is back from Washington. 

The colonel reached the city early yesterday 
morning. Heis in his usual good health, and 
in talking of his visit to the national capital 
expressed himself as being highly pleased 
with the visit and everything pertaining 
thereto. 

“Why did you go?’’ was the abrupt question 
put at the distinguished republican by a Con- 
STITUTION reporter. ’ 

“Il went,” he said, ‘‘for various purposes 
both personal and political, but not in relation 
to any appointments.”’ 

“Wihiat about that conference of southern 
republicans ?’’ 

‘T attended no conferencn there. I did not 
think a conference with a view to presenting 
any southern man for the cabinet wise. It 
would look like attempted dictation, and I 
ain glad that no such action was taken.”’ 

“You have been frequentiy mentioned as 
the proper man for a cabinet position in case 
one of the portfolios comes south. Arejyou a 
candidate °’’ 

“I never, for one moment, thought it possi- 
ble that I should be considered by the presi- 
dent-clectin relation to a cabinet position. 
From the first Liave disclaimed any aspira- 
tion, or, indeed, any desire, on my part, for 
such consideration, and so informed General 
Harrison, with the request that he give no 
thought of ny name in that connection, s 
soon as I knew that there were such move- 
ments, in reference to myself, as to warrant 
that action on my part. 

‘Il have learned of the very kindexpressions 
to the president-elect, given in regard to my- 
self by many of ny democratic friends in At- 
lanta and elsewhere. To these I am deeply 
gratefulfor such manifestations of confidence 
and esteem, as I am alsocertainly grateful to 
the leading republicans of this and other 
states for such voluntary testimonials of their 
desire in the matter of a cabinet appointment, 
as I learn they have given in my behalf.’ 

‘What have you to say about the reported 
differetices in republican ranks in Georgia’’’ 

“IT see in Saturday’s Constirution that 
vour Washington corre spondent has some sen- 
sational statements touching ‘a want of har- 
mony between Colone! Buc k and the Angier 
boys.’ I know of no contention or of any un- 
friendly feeling existing between us, 
or of any want of harmony among 
the republicans of the states. 
If the ‘Angior boys’ have ‘a strong leaning 
towards General Mahone for acabinet port- 
folio,’ I think it an exhibition of good sense on 
their part. I welcome all recruits to the ranks 
of the party, and I trust that many thousand 
other young men will shortly align themselves 
with the republican party—the party of pro- 
gress, as have the Angiers.’’ 

Colonel Buck says that all thetalk in Wash- 
ington about appointments inthe south and 
elsewhere is pure speculation, and that no- 
body knows who will be General Harrison’s 
appointees.

HIS LAST SMOKE, 


Superintendent Gleck Enters a Dynamite 
Magazine With a Pipe in Iiis Moath. 

WueEeturna, W. Va., December 24.—Details 
of yesterday's explosion at Mount Pleasant, 
Ohio, show that about 1,000 pounds of powder 
exploded. Dy namite stored in ac@éve in the 
magazine was frozen hard and it did not ex- 
plode or the whole villago would have been 
destroyed. The tunnel at which the explosion 
occurred is known as Long Run Tunnel, the 
opening of which is at the mouth of Long Kun, 
in Jefferson county, about nine miles west of 
Martin’s Ferry. The tunnel! ig $00 feet in length 
onehalf of which is completed. Work was 
commenced on if last August, since which 
time over 10Q@men.have been wo : King in it. 
The coutractors are Miller & McMann, of Now 
York. At the opening of the alee stbod_a 
blacksmitir shop. Fifty-feet distant was a 
Magazi noand fifty or sixty feet from tls 
qs a dynamite cave. About 100 yards 
west of this opening stood four buildings, 
one of these, measuring 1x40 feet and two 
stories high, was occupied by colored laborers, 
Adjoining this was another building the same 
size, which was occupied by Italian laborers, 
and alittle further south was a still larger 
building known as a boarding house, in which 
the better class of whites boarded. On the. 
north of the building, occupied by colored 
men, stood a large two-story building which 
was known as the commissary. The magazine, 
blacksmith shop, colored men’s building and 
Italian’s building were blown to atoms. The 
general boarding house and commissary were 
partially wrecked. One thousand yards from 
the general boarding house is the farm house 
of Ben Mulhern, every light of glass in which 
was broken, and the house partially wiecked. 
The explosion occurred about 1:00 o'clock, 
tearing up the ground under the magazine to 
the depth of ten feet, fifteen feet wide and 
thirty-five long, twisting and tearing large 
trees like pipe steams and filling the air with 
debris, and not only killing one of the laborers 
sade many others seriously, if not fatal- 
ly, but creating a panic among the remainder 
of the employes and intense excitement in the 
neighborhood. 

Charles Gleck, who was blown to atoms, was 
nineteen years old. The explosion was, no 
doubt, caused by Gleck’s own carelessness. 
Shortly before it occurred he was seen break- 
ing the locks on the magazine door and en- 
tered with a lighted pipe in his mouth. Two 
boys who were with him say he was taking 
them in to see how the dynamite worked, but 
on noticing him smoking they ran away and 
were not over 100 yards distant when the ex-
